Out Questionnaire Classify- 
ing Order of Call. 



INVENTORY OF MAN POWER 



Five Divisions to Be Formed Depend- 
ing on Occupation and Claim* for 
Exempt, on Allowed— Local Boarde 



Washington, Nor. 10.— Uncle Snin 
ban begun the moat gigantic Inventory 
of man power ever attempted. 

Prepnnitlons for the second draft 
were stHrted when copies of the ques- 
tionnaire for every one of the nine 
million men registered for mllitnry 
•ervlce were sent to the local exemp- 
tion boards. 

This questionnaire must he filled out 
by every registered man between the 
ages of twenty-one and thirty-one. It 
will place In the hnnils of the gov- 
ernment the life history of every reg- 
istered man and will give a complete 
census of the men of military age In 
87 trades, Industries and professions. 
The questionnaire will classify all reg- 
istered men for service. 

Classification of registered men In 
the order of their liability for military 
service will be the first accomplish- 
ment of the questionnaire. Men will 
be classified In five divisions, the first 
division to be called the first and the 
fifth division last. 

The classes and the order In which 
tbey will be called are as follows:

Kvery man not In 
the military service must fill out n 
questionnaire, and the merits of his 
case will be decided upon again. 

Any person falling to fill out a ques- 
tionnaire is automatically placed In 
Class 1 and liable for Immediate duty. 

Following the classification conies 
n series of general quesilous. There 
then follow eleven other series of ques- 
tions which fit particular cases rang- 
ing from the man who claims physical 
disability to questions usked of men 
seeking exemption becuuse they are 
divinity student*. 

The general questions establish a 
most Intimate knowledge of the per- 
sonal characteristics of the registrant. 
He must state every occupation at 
which he has worked during the past 
ten years, giving not only the name of 
the occupation, but the number of 
hours worked each week and a state- 
ment of his education. 

In these questions the registrant Is 
given the privilege of stating his pref- 
erence of service, ami may state 
whether he is willing to attend a 
night school fitting him for service 
prior to being called Into camp.

Outdoor Affaire Can Be Maintained at 
Uniform Temperature Over Long 

to 



(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

Outdoor storage cellars or caves are 
excellent for the storage of many vege- 
tables. They are particularly desir- 
able on the farm, as they afford con- 
venient and Inexpensive storage facili- 
ties for surplus vegetable crops that 
otherwise might be lost. They possess 
all the advantages of the storage room 
in the basement and are superior In 
many respects. The outdoor storage 
cellar can be maintained at a uniform 
temperature over a long period. It Is 
possible to keep the cellur cool and 
quickly to reduce the temperature of

the stored product to the desired 
point for sufe storage by opening the 
door during the night and closing It 
In the morning before the air becomes 
warm. All ventilators should likewise 
be kept lightly closed until the out- 
side air Is again cooler than that with- 
in the ci'llar, when they should be 
opened, unless the outside tempera- 
ture Is so low us to he dangerous. This 
safeguards the product and adds to 
the efficiency of the stnruge chamber. 
Vegetables can be mote conveniently 
plueed In such a cellar thun in the 
storage room In the basement of a 
dwelling. 

When the chief use of the outdoor 
atorage cellar is for storing turnips, 
beets, carrots, und other root crops 
commonly used as stock for food, it 
should be located near the stable, 
where the material will be convenient 
for winter feeding. When it is to be 
used for vegetables for the table thn 
cellar should be accessible from the 
kitchen nt all times. If applea or 
other fruits are to be stored in an out- 
door atorage cellar It Is desirable to 
have a two-compartment cellar, on* 
(or vegetables and one for applea, with 
a ventilating apparatus In each cotu- 



As the root cellar must be wenther 
proof, that Is, cnpable of being kept 
flee from moisture and free from 
frost, Its type and construction vnry 
with the geographical location. In the 
southern portion of tile country tlm 
structure Is usually entirely ahovu 
ground end protected by only a few 
of sod and with straw, leaven, 
In Northern 
cellars are 

ground nnd covered with 
a foot or two of earth. 
Storage In Regions of Mild Winters. 

An above-ground storage cellar, suit- 
ed to conditions in southern sections 
of the United States may be built on 
a well-drnlned site at slight expense, 
A row of posts may be set 8 or 0 feet 
apart, extending 7 or. 8 feet above the 
surfuce of the ground, with a 
pole placed on top of 
each side of the ridgepole a row of 
planks or puncheons Is placed, 
their opposite ends resting In a 
low treach 4 or 5 feet from 
the line of posts. The ends are board- 
ed up, a door being provided In one 
end of the structure and tlw room cov- 
ered with sod to a depth of 5 or 0 
Inches. A good type of 
ago cellar built along 
shown lu the Illustration. 
Storage In Regions of Severe Freezes, 
In sections where lew temperatures 
prevail It Is necessary to Insulate the 
storage house so that the vegetables 
will not freeze. An above-ground type 
of storage house much used In muny 
3cctkms of the North has thick walla 
filled Wtth Insulating muterlul, 
as sawdust or shavings. The 
tlon is of frame and the walls are usu- 
ally 10 to 12 inches thick. Both tha 
Inside and the outside walls are 
Bheuthed with matched lumber so as 
to make them airtight. The rafters 
are celled on the under side with the 
same material and the space between 
the rafters filled with dry insulating 
mnteriol. The use of building paper 
In the roof and walls of the storage 

Is of great assistance lu In- 
It 

A type of storage cellar much used 
In Northern sections of the country Is 
built partly under ground. The walls 
are of masonry and extend to a point 
just above the surfuce of the ground. 
On these walls plates are set and a 
roof of frame construction erected. 
The roof structure Is celled on the un- 
der side of the rafters and some suit- 
able Insulating material, such ns dry 
suwdust or shavings, packed In the 
space between the rafters, and then 
the sheathing, paper, and rooting ma- 
terial an applied. This typo of struc- 
ture Is preferable In many respects 
to the above-ground type, as It Is eas- 
ier to maintain the temperature nt the 
proper point and Its Insuln'lon Is a 
comparatively easy matter. 

Protection from freezing may be se- 
cured with a simpler type of structure 
by making It entirely underground. In 
order to avoid steps down to the level 
of the floor, with the consequent extra 
labor lu storing and removing the vege- 
tables, a aidehlll locution Is desir- 
able. 

The excavation In the hill should be 
of the approximate size of the cellar, 
using the dirt for covering the roof 
and for banking the sides of the struc- 
ture. A frame Is erected by setting 
two rows of posts of uniform height In 
the bottom of the pit near the dirt 
walls and a third line of posts about R 
feet higher, through the center 
of the pit. These posts serve as sup- 
ports for the planks or puncheons 
forming the room of the structure, as 
with the above ground type of stor- 
age cellar already described. The 
door Is placed at one end and a ven- 
tilator put in the roof. The wl 

of 



i portion occupied by the door Is cov- 
1 ered with dirt and sod. The thickness 
of the covering must be determined 
by the location; the colder the climate 
the thicker the covering. The dirt cov- 
ering mny be supplemented In win- 
ter by n lnyer of manure, straw, corn 
fodder, etc. Outdoor storage cellars 
usually are left with dirt floors, as a 
certain degree of moisture is desirable. 
These cellars may be made of con- 
crete, brick, hollow tile, stone, or other 
mnterlnl. 

Outdoor Storage Cellar Built of Con- 
crete. 

The type of outdoor storoge cellar 
described above, while low In first cost. 
Is short lived, as the conditions In the 
cellar are favorable fee the decay of 
wood. The concrete stornge cellar, al- 
though rather high In first cost, ns 
compared with wood. Is a permanent 
structure. Concrete possesses several 
advantages over brick, stone, or other 
decny-reslstlng materials. In the con- 
struction of a small structure suitable 
for the home It Is possible to make 
the roof self-supporting. And to em- 
ploy unskilled labor, thus Ilea —lag 
the cost. It Is a simple matter to wa- 
terproof concrete, n feature highly de- 
sirable in u storage cellar. 

For detailed Information In refer- 
ence to the mixing and handling of 

| concrete, the render Is referred to 
Farmers' Bulletin 1<11, entitled '"The 
Use of Concrete on the Farm." 

1 The site for the concrete storage 
cellar should be selected With the sume 
considerations In mind ns for the 
wood-frame cellar, namely, a well- 
drained, convenient location, prefer- 
ably n sldehill, Into which It may be 
built. The excavation should be Just 
large enough for the dirt walls to serve 
as the outside form for the concrete. 
For that portion of the wall which is 



la not too much, ond additional 
protection may be given by using a 
supplementary covering of straw, fod- 
der, or manure. In severe cold weath- 
er both the top and bottom olr ducts 
must be closed. It Is well to cover the 
outside ends of the air Inlets by woven 
wire In order to prevent small ani-
